Also it is noted that claiml is a 
formulation including fibers an an active agent, which is clearly met by the prior art of record. Applicant is also reminded that properties of 
components are inherent and regardless of what they are called they will perform trhe same in the same composition. In this case 
chlorhexidine can act as a preservative and an anesthetic. Threfore it meets the limitations of the instant claims. 
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
